Edison's Opinions.

Though not a Nestor to whom the public looks for sage ad- 


vice, Thomas A. Edison's expressed opinions are read with 
interest and are therefore widely published. Readers of all 
shades of political or other opinion will find something to 
please them in a recent interview with the great inventor. Mr. 
Edison is critical of the newspapers because they do not send 
reporters to scientific laboratories, yet let ten thousand politi- 
cians "play them for suckers," getting "thousands and thous- 
ands" of columns printed about themselves. He thinks there 
is something in "Coueism" because there are "so rimy people 
who think they are sick and it is allin their minds.." He is 
critical of the Government because it pigeonholed 45 "per- 
fectly good" inventions of his during and since the war. He 
greatly admires Woodrow Wilson, but would not like to see 
him President again because he is not sufficiently "practical"; 
he would prefer Harding for a second term, likes'him, though 
regarding him as "a little slow." He has no high opinion of 
the "average college man," likes sentimental movies, admires 
American girls, etc. 


He thinks the British- debt settlement a good one, but says 


we should have taken less interest. "There was a half per cent 
in the space separating pure business from pure sentiment. 
We made it a business proposition and took that half per cent. 
,We would have shown a finer sentimental regard for what had 
taken place in the war by foregoing that half per Cent. What 
we did, 1 would say, was not exactly nice." And he emphati- 
cally approved the French advance into the Ruhr. "They had 
to do something to bring the matter to a head. You could not 
have conferences and meetings and let that sort of thing go on 
forever. It was time to do something. The French are only 
making a business call. Nobody need worry about that. The 
Germans are miserably poor losers.
